Winnipeg, Manitoba, Second Nr. in July 1939 
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sermonette 

“All that would live godly in 
Christ Jesus shall sufFer per¬ 
secution.” 2. Tim. 3:12. 

This verse bothers me. It has 
bothered me for some time. Prayer- 
ful study of it has not made it less 
bothersome. It is my hope that this 
brief meditation will make it dis- 
turbing for you readers also. 

We do not need to ponder much as 
to the meaning of this verse. As Bar¬ 
nes states in his Commentary, it de- 
clares that every follower of Christ 
must expect persecution. One who is 
not willing to suffer for the sake of 
Christ thereby shows that he is not 
worthy of the name Christian. 

Also this verse tells usi that the 
fact that a person is persecuted for 
the sake of Christ is a proof that he 
is a true believer. We must remember 
that this persecution isi for the sake 
of Christ, or as is stated here, be¬ 
cause one would live godly in Christ. 
The criminal may feel that he is per¬ 
secuted, but it is not for the sake of 
Christ. The Chrisit-rejecting Jew is 
often persecuted, but he is not suffer- 
ing for the sake of Christ. Those 
who teach false doctrines often feel 
that they are persecuted, but is it 
for the sake of Christ? 

Further we learn from this verse 
that one who does not sulfer any per¬ 
secution for the sake of Christ needs 
to inquire if he is truly a follower of 
Christ. It is this thought that makes 
this verse so disturbing. 

Why do we not suffer more perse¬ 
cution for the sake of Christ? From 
meditation, reading and discussion 
the following considerations have 
come forth. First, the term “persecu¬ 
tion” must not be limited to physical 
suffering. It includes any disadvant- 
age that occurs because of our Chris¬ 
tian convictions. When this is under- 
stood, it becomes evident that there 
is more persecution in our lives than 
we at first may think. 

Also, there is no question but that 
the laws of our country protect us 
from open and violent persecution. 
Our freedom to worship God, as we 
please is a wonderful blessdng. 

Yet, in spite of these considerations 
the disturbing question arises if our 
little persecution is not an indication 
of half-hearted disciplesihip. The 
world will not persecute a professing 
Christian or group of professing 
Christians who have surrendered 
their Christian convictions for the 
sake of peace with the world. The per¬ 
son who because of his Christian 
conviction will not dance suffers the 
persecution of being looked upon as 
a bit queer. But one who goes along 
with the crowd in this type of amu- 
sement naturally will not be thus 
persecuted, So too a professing Chris¬ 
tian who does not object to a dirty 
story will not be laughed at. 

Through compromise we escape 
persecution. However, what are we 
profited if we escape persecution in 
this life but in so doing lose the eter¬ 
nal life that God offers us in Christ 
Jesus? Christ affirms that one who 
does not renounce all that he has, 
and take up his own cross, and follow 
Him, cannot be His disciple. The 
Christian’s cross includesi suffering 
persecution for the sake of Christ. 

Why do we not suffer more for the 
sake of Christ? May the Holy Spirit 
guide each one of us to answer this 
question correctly. May it cause us 
to rest more firmly in the grace of 
our Lord Jesus Christ.

7. Whereas the great work of so- 
liciting pledges towards our Centen- 
nial gift is not yet completed in our 
district, be it resolved that every con¬ 
gregation make an earnest effort to 
complete the work in a thorough and 
careful manner by October 31, 1939. 

8. Whereas it is not only of im- 
portance to cover carefully every 
congregation in soliciting pledges for 
the Centennial thank-offering, cover- 
ing a period of four or five years, 
but also that the payment of each 
installment be taken care of from 
year to year until fully paid. 

Therefore be it resolved that each 
congregation in the District be urged 
to observe a Centennial Sunday in the 
early part of October of each year at 
which time every one who has pledg- 
ed be given an opportunity to bring 
their annual payment to a committee 
of one or more appointed by the con¬ 
gregation. 

9. Whereas the publication of Lu¬ 
theran Voice is a joint undertaking 
of the five synods of the American 
Lutheran Conference in Canada, and 
whereas the Norwegian 'Lutherian 
Church of Canada has accepted resr 
ponsibility for its share in this nnder- 
taking, therefore Be it Resolved, that 
a key-man from each circuit be elect¬ 
ed at this meeting to collect money to 
pay our share of the debt on “Lu¬ 
theran Voice” and to get new sub¬ 
scriptions to the paper. 

10. Be it resolved that a committee 
be elected to investigate the possibil- 
ity of opening a high school at Out¬ 
look College in the near future, and 
that this committee make definite 
recommendation to the 1940 District 
meeting concerning this matter. 

11. We are glad to hear of the pro- 
gress that is being made at Camrose 
Lutheran College, and express our 
heartfelt gratitude to the professors 
and board of administration for the 
successful way in which the school 
has been conducted the past year. We 
further recommend to all the con¬ 
gregations in the district that they 
become more interested in the work 
at Camrose Lutheran College and 
support it with their gifts. We fur¬ 
ther recommend that all our congre¬ 
gations put forth greater efforts to 
urge young people to attend our 
church schools. 


12. We recommend that the plan of 
securing parochial school teacher for 
a number of congregations, as out- 
lined by Miss Lingjerde, be com- 
mended to our congregations.
